Mz, DisRARLL in closing the debate in the
British House of Commons agninst the Reform
bill, chargod that that measure was conceived
in the spirit of the American Constitution,
and not in that of the English Constitution.
He said he did not revile American institu-
tions; on the contrary, he approved them,
because they were adapted to the country
where they were established ; but he affirmed
that “none of the conditions exist in England
which ex'st in America and make those Insti-
tutions flourish =0 eminently there,” What
those conditions asre he proceeded to set
forth by saying that “il lie conld see a great
body of intellizent mon in possession ol culti-
vated Jand, and behind an illimitable district,
where the landless might become landowners,
then be should see men to whom might be
intrusted the responsibility of sovereign
powers,

Mr. DisRAELI'S iden scems to be that
free institutions *flourish so eminently” In
America because we have here such an
“illimitable district” of unoccupied land,
where the landless can become landholders.
Unlortunately for this theory, those States
in our Union where Awmerican institutions
flourish most preeminently, where the exer-
cise of the right of suffrage is the most widely
extended, and republican principles are the
most thoroughly and successfully carried out
in the laws and customs of society, are those
Btates which are the most densely populated.
and where there are no “ill mitable districts”
of unoccupied lands, Massuchosetts has a
population of 157 to the square mile—a density
exceeding that of Scotland, and verging on
to that of England—and she has no large
bodies of wild or unoccupied lands. She has
large cities and densely populated villages in
her midst, and the great mass of her people
support themselves by handicraits of varions
sorts rather than by agricultural pursaits.
She is as essentinlly a manufacturing com-
munity as Eogland is. According to
Mr, DISRAELYS theory, theretore, the con-
ditions for the successful application of Ameri-
can principles are wanting in Massachueetml
and we ought to behold the attempt to apply
them there attended by some of those tearful
consequences which he anticipates from the
attempt to apply them in England. As a
matter of fuct, however, we see nothing of the
kind. We flnd her, on the contrary,to be
one of the best governed and mos: prosperous
commonwealtus in the world.
fect equality of rights prevails among her
citizens ; and, instead o abusing those rights
and running into wild and licentious excesses,
they use them wisely and for the public good.
We might rest the entire refutation of the
Knglish Tory theory of republicanism upon
the single test of Massachusetts,

What England wants to make Awmerican
institutions possible is not land, but an in-
telligent and virtuous common people, The
way to get that is to take ofl the heavy
burdens, which are imposed in the interast of
aristocracy, and which crush the people down.
Abolish the connection between Church and
State, diffuse the blessings of education among
the masses, do away with the enormous ex-
lenses of royalty, and the Evglish people

would soon be fit for selt-government, if they
are not now.

The Pnsspge of the Briush Retorm Bill
Wnux the vote on the second reading of the
teform bill was considered in the House of
Commons, there must have ensued a scene at
once cxciting and amusing. The spicy ac-
count which we give below will give an Idea
of the tumult whieh the report of the tellers
created.

The Union Party in Missouri.

Toe Republican Esxecutive Committer of
Missouri has issued a ringing address to the
Union party in that State, urging upon it im-
mediate and thorough organization in every
county and township, the complete registry of
its voters, and a full preparation for the ap-
proaching campalgn,

The history of the Union organization of
Mssourl is one of geeat triumphs In the face
of great dificulties. Begloning in 1860 with
a mere haadful of adherents—Mr, LINCoLN’s
total vote that year in the Siate was only
17,0000t advanced with steady and rapid
strides, until it completely revolutionized the
politics of the State, adopting a free Constitu-
tion and electing a full complement of State
oficers, and giving Mr. LINCOLN & majority
of some 40,000 in 1804,

Since the close of the war, an immense
nwmber of Rebel soldlers have returned to
the Stale, which has ¢ncouraged the Opposi-
tion to make a desperate effart to recover its
lost power.  The eontest bids fair to be an
unusually exciting one, but we are confident
that the party which won  freedomn for the

State will still continue to shape its des-
tinies.

No REBELS T0 B8 APpornTED To WeST

1N THE Fienp,”—The appearance of Phren
the Hermit caused a host of crusadeps to
spring into life.  The firm attitude of Kine
Anrrur surrounded him with a myriad of
patriotic dSaxons, One Lutier caused the
Reformation; and one Narounow, on his
return (rom Elba, resurrected a million pa-
triots in France. And a!l of these great origi-
nalors of a change, the reversers of the wheal
of custom, and illuminators of & new era,
risked thelr lives and reputations to securs
thelr end, and many of them feil, after soo-
Ing théir triumph, victims to the prejadices
which they had sought to overcome. Traly,
“the blood of the martyrs is the seed of tae
Church.” And the ruin of one man's fame
has venerated his age,

Such thoughts as these probably flooded
the mind of Scoven the Gieat, of Camden,
when he bolted the Republican nomination.
He wes tived of the idle and degrading sub-
serviency of party pledges. He deprecated
and despised the trammels of a eaucus, and
considered the whole mbric of Amerlcan
politics an Augean stable, which ha would
cleanse.  Why should he hesitate becanse of
the contumely which would rollow the origin-
ator of what honorable men had been aceus-
tamed through habit to consider dishonor-
able? Did not Admiral ConiaNy die for a
principle, yet his fame is bright. Did not
Cuaxmen's doxter perish in the flames, yet
he Is honored? Aund why shounld not he
SCOVEL, sacrifics himsel! to the inanguration
of a uew political code of morality, even if he
did sink beneath the indigaation of the slaves
ol the ring ?

He would be a “mountain partridge.” and
rise like the Phanix from his ashas. From
his example a thousand Scovers would arlse,
and reform tle earth and purify the tonl air
of canfluses, “The blood of a Scovern
would be the seed of partisan secession,”

If the great Jamed argued thus (and who
can doubt, when ne marks the lofty tone of
sublime martyrdom which pervades the effa-
slons of the SCoNEL pen ?), then has he been a
prophet, and possibly the son of a prophe ,
As If he had been a single mushroom seed
sown in the evening, we find in the morning a
score ol fellow-mushroows covering the fleld,
In April Soover scorns all the claims of what
men are accustomed (by habit) to call honor
in May the pod has been wafted as far as
Connecticut and, benold, the Senate of that
State boasts three Scovers, If the reform
spreads in arithmetical ratio, by the time
our Legislature meets in January, a majority
will be composed of “bolters.”

Was
not his incentive a personal one ? and did not
this motive resemble that of ScovEL? and
are they not both on an equality ?

But the ScovEeL reformation is progressing
far faster than that of LurtEER, The latter
had but one MerLANCTHON, but the former
has already received the aid of three un-
known State Senators in Connecticut, Truly
our first exclamation at seeing the conduct of
thig lovely trno was the quotation of RicHARD
111—*Methinks there [be six Richmonds in
the fleld” America now boasts of four
Scovers. Whether the fructifying power of
the great “Partridge” will continue at the
present prolific rate, aided by the sunny
smiles of official favor, we know not; but we
hope, for the country’s good, that the feeble
impotency of oid age will speedily fall upon
his doctrines and prevent an increase of con-
verts to this modern scheme of a political
renovator, or, as some would unkindly term
him, political renegade,

Tur BoARD oF TnustBES of the Gas
Works have officially notitted Councils that
they are ready to open their books to any
authorized Investigation, but institute several
legal quibblés because of non-notifleation and
the absence ol an invitation to meet with the
Committee.

Hayving thus
expressed thelr willingness, we hope that all
the petty interruptions heretofore thrown in
the way of the committes wul be discon-
tinued, and the secret doors be opened for the
entrance of Colonel PAGcE and his assoclates,
The objections of the Board were belng con-
straed by the public as admission of the'r
guilt, and of a fear to have the records of
their stewardship investigated. If, however,
their message to Connclls was made in good
falth, and they will carey it out!n deeds as
well a8 words, they have an opportunity of
ghowing themselyes honest citizens and
worthy pablic servants. But whether the
trast has been managed rightly or wrongly,
the people have demanded that they know
the details, We hope In another week to
hear that Colonel PAGE has accomplished his
